Sunshine and the south wind struggle 


with the frosts and gales of Winter, and 
Spring asserts this month her rule. 
The 


thousand trickling rills, starting under the 
snow banks aud gathering fiesh strength 
and many drops from every softening sod, 
makg hill side and meadow musical with 
tlieir liquid voices, giving man notice that 
water and frost have quit their hold upon 
the soil and calling him to bis labors.— 
A few degrees south of New York City, 
the month of .March is really the beginning 
of ispriug, but in northern New York, New 
England and the North West, Winter, aud 
goydsleighiug.often continue nearly through 
the mouth. 
On warm well-drained land 


work cannot commence too soon after the 
frost and water are fairly out of the soil, 
but heavy soil is often injured by working 
while it is wet. 


Buildings—Make provision for the in- 


crease of the herd and flock, and attend to 
inside repairs, painting, etc. Jjelay out- 
s;d« painting until next month. 
Heavy 


rains aeconipanied by wind will injure a 
coat of fresh paint. 


Cattle—Some succulent food is very im- 


portant to the health of all kinds of stock. 
Feed a few roots,mangels or rutabagas daily. 
Separate cows near calving from the others, 
giving them wide roomy stalls or boxes.— 
Keep watch to render assistance if neces- 
sary. 
Working oxen mast be well fed and 


not allowed to overwork at first. 


Cellars—Clean out decayed vegetables, 


superfluous sand, or lumber. 
Whitewash 


with a simple lime wash, to make them 
lighter, sweeter, and more healthy. Keep 
barrels, tubs, etc.. where they will not dry 
or decay. 


Clover—May be sowed at any time dur- 


ing the month—best when the ground ia 
frost-cracked on a still morning, or elso 
upon new fallen snow, as the seed may 
then ba seen, and it can bo more easily 
sowed. 


Brains—Should be examined as ]soon as 


the frost is out of the ground, to see that 
there are no obstructions. 
Wet 
spots in 


driined laud indicate stoppages in drains, 
which can seldom be repaired before the 
season is drier. 
A perfect "system of sur- 


face drains is essential at least where un- 
derdrains are not laid, and it is more impor- 
tant to have them clear now than at any 
other season. If possible yet in some new 
drains where needed; it willinake the land 
3 to 6 weeks earlier. 


Farm Accounts—No work done on the 


farm pays better than that dona iu plan- 
ning and laying out the farm for tho fu- 
ture, and-in keeping full accounts. 


Fences—Ke-sot posts and walls heaved 


by the frost; and mend fences before your 
neighbors turn out their cattle; but do not 
think of turning your own stock oat to 
grass for two mouths yet. Happy is he 
who has a good fence, but happier he who 
can do away with one. 


Grain—Examine that stored in bins. 


Keep from dampness, muuld, insects, aud 
rats and mice. 


Grass Lands—Pull out bushes and briars 


by the roots, remove stones :.nd roll heaved 
land as soon as the ground will bear the 
teams. 
Top dress before rolling with ashes, 


Chili saltpeter or guano, where desirable. 


Hired Men—Lose no time in hiring yoad 


men lor the Summer's work ; the opinion 
prevails that labor will be scarce and wanes 
high, but we doubt it. 
Don't have a shift- 


less, lazy, or unprincipled man on the farm 
lit any price. 
Where several hands are em- 


ployed, give each his own work, every team 
its own driver, and let the most skillful be 
employed in his appropriate department. 


Horses—Groom thoroughly; teed car- 


rots (4 qts. 
<t day) to make them shed 


their coats well and get them in good con- 
dition for Spring work. Be particularly 
carelul to ^uard against colds taken by ex- 
posure, when unblauketcd, and against gulls 
and sores. 


Ice Houses should be closed up, the ice 


well covered with straw, ventilation pro- 
vided iu the top of the house. 
As poor ice 


is. better than none it may not be too late 
to secure some, if still needed to fill up. 


Manure—Manure making may now prog- 


ress rapidly. 
The compost heaps will need 


working over, manure for tho field cartad 
out, and all kinds of litter.and scrapings of 
yards, ditches, sinks, hen-houses, etc., may" 
be comported with muck or earth. 
Barn- 


yard leechings, urine and castor pomace 
quicken inert compost heaps. 
| 


Pasture land lands may receive the same- 


treatment as grass lands, in kind if uot in 
degree, nnd on old pastures boue dust, su- 
perphosphate, 
or leached, or <unleaclied 


aches may be applied with good effect. 


Plowing is work never to be dona in a 


hurry or on heavy land when the water is 
not out of it, and never to be slighted.— 
Manure should never be buried deep nt 
this season, unless the land is to bo plowed 
und manured a second time. 
Deepening 


the soil by plowing is best effected in the 
Autumn, but may be done in the Spring in 
connection with subsequent surface manur- 
ing. 


Potatoes—Early planting is advisable, 


nnd the last of the month is not to9 early 
for some localities. It is much pleasanter 
to sell potatoes for SI.50 per bushel than 
50 cents or less, and this our Eastern farm- 
ers may do. 


Poultry—Give free range in tho or- 


chards and fields, feeding grain with corn 
and cabbages. 
They will then not cut 


buds, but find multitudes of insects. 
Set 


hens in places where they may be conve- 
niently taken cure of and out of tha reach 
of rats. 


Seeds—Secure a supply earlj, and t«st 


samples in pot* or boxes of earth boior* 
sowing or purchasing largely. 


Sheep—A successful shepherd is'ever 


watchful, tender and careful; follow'direc-( 
tions given last month. 


Swine—Keep a little charcoal nnd ashen • 


in the sty, and a handful of flower of sul- 
phur in the swill is » good thing at- thii 
season; feed raw roots to breeding-gowg,^ 
but not in quantities enough to produce 
scouring,and give besides u nutritions diet.' 


Tools, etc.—We scarcely need repeat 


the injunction, to look well to tools, har-. 
ness and wheel vehicles of all kinds, and 
have everything ready for use.

Begin work as «oor> as the ground I'H open,"
